Foss said the ship, which went 
aground on Washington's coast 
Sept. 6, will be “a total loss.” 

When the ship first grounded 
in dense fog the crew thought 
she was on Brotchie Ledge at the 
entrance to the Victoria, .B.C., 
harbor. A second message from 
the ship placed it at Race Rocks 
12 miles west of Victoria. It 
finally was located wrecked on 
Sonora Reef, on the Washington 
70 miles south of Cape 
Flattery 

Three days after grounding a

unable to do—dislodge the ship 
She drifted two and one-half 
miles before grounding on Ta 
hola Beach. 

The two halves of the vessel 
had not parted this morning 
but the towing company official 
said that would probably hap 
pen in the afternoon.
